GENERAL system of children’s allowances should 
be adopted in this country, declared Mr. Laurence 


Cadbury in a paper read to the British Medical Associa- 
tion’s National Nutrition Conference in London recently. 

He told of an investigation made in connection with 
the children’s allowances scheme set up by Messrs. Cad- 
bury Brothers, Ltd., at Bournville last year. 


' ‘The scheme provides for the 


payment to each employee who 


has three or more children under the age of 18 years of an al- 
lowance of 5s. per.week in respect of each child in excess of two 
as long as the children in excess of two are attending an approved 


course of education. 


HOW MONEY WAS SPENT 

In all, some 284 families with 410 
dependent children qualify under 
the scheme, which ‘applies to all 
staffs and for which there {fs no 
salary -Ihmit, 

To find out how the moncy was 
actually being spent Mr, Cadbury 
drew up u questionnaire and wrote 
o personal letter explaining its ob- 


_{ject_to_ each_employee_:to whom it 


was sent, 

It was madg clear that no one was 
under any obligation to fill in the 
questionnaire, but the great majority 
to whom Mr, Cadbury wrote sent in 
replies, 

Those who recelyed the queation- 
nairs were classified into a low-wage 
sroup and a high-wage group, the 
former being in receipt of wares 
from 56s, to 66s. u week .and the 
latter from 81s. to 96s. .

It Is a very slmple story, with little 
mystery to it, though much that is 
dramatic, Denth came to Lord Kit- 
chener as daily, by land and sea, It 
was coming to thousands of ordin- 
ary men.. Meeting it he entered a} 
brotherhood from which the great, 
ones who raise armics and direct 
campaigns are usually excluded. He 
had nlready given nobler services 
than any of these; now he. yave 
everything. ; 


Yet the waters had scarcely cl6 
over Lord Kitchener's head. Biaae 
strange storics .began to be whisper- 
ed about him—Lord iXitchener lost 
his life through no tragle accident 
but as the result of a deeplaid plot. 

It would be unnecessary at this 
date to revive a controversy so pain- 
ful, were it not that there are stilt 
people who vaguely belleve that 
there was “something in {he idea.’ 

There were, rouphly speaking, two 
schools of thought (if we may use 
so dignified a term) «among ‘those 
Who refused to admit the accidental 
character of Lord Kitchener's death, 

The first of these has not been 
very diMicult to discredit: Time hag 
done what no amount of reasoning 
could do, This school consisted of 
those who would not belleve that 
Lore. Kitchener had been drowned 
at all. * 

Such a conviction was in part a 
tribute to his greatness. He becume 
a legend. Just as men once awalted 
the return of King Arthur or of Fre- 
derick Barbarossu, so‘ in our own 
Kencration many felt that Lord Kit- 
chener could not really be dead, 
His was the kind of greatness that 
men are reluctant to ussoclate with 
mortality. 

Many, however, who maintained 
thls bellef were just cranks. ‘To 
them it was clear that the Hamp- 
shire was sunle, not by-a mine, but 
by a torpedo fired from a German 
submarine, The commander of this 
Urboat, who, of course, knew all 
about Lard Kitchener’s journey, then 
approached the sinking ship, tools off 
the distinguished passenger, and re- 
turned with him to Germany.

“Telegraph”? Newsman 


The death of Mr. E. A. Snewin, 


lx former member of the ‘“Hong- 


kong Telegraph,” is announced 
in a cable from London. 

Mr, Snewin, who had settled at 
Worthing, had been gravely ill in the 
Roynl Sussex County Hospital, 
Brighton, for some time, 

Mr. and Mrs. Snewin teft this city 
In 1907, when Mr. Snewin jolned the 
“Straits Times in Singapore. 

Mr. Snewin's first six years In the 
For Enst were spent with the “Hong- 
kong Telegraph,” a perlod in which 
he travelled far into the interior of 
China, and he had some remarkable 
stories to tell of what he saw in China 
nt the beginning of this century. 


In Singapore Mr, Snewin-was for 
some years the shorthand reporter for 
the Colony “Hansard,” the procecd- 
Ings of the’ Lenislative Council, and 
one of his duties was to: take down 
the official record of the court-martial 
which followed the Singapore mutiny 
in 1915, He was 23 years with the 
“Straits, Times.” . 

Active Freemason 

Mr. Snewin was actively associated 
with Freemasonry in Singapore, but 
with that exception he lived a very 
retired Ife. His main hobby was onc
